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Alphabetically  Indexed  Questionnaire 

The  tremendous  scope  of  the  Fay  Family  Papers,  com¬ 
prising  about  100  branches  of  Fay  families  in  this  world, 
index  of  the  name  Fay  and  everything  that  concerns  it,  can 
be  realized  faintly  from  the  following  alphabetically 
arranged  questionnaire  and  the  interindex  about  each  sub¬ 
ject  therein.  We  hope  that  each  and  every  Fay,  young  or 
old,  will  do  his  bit  to  answer  it,  and  to  ask  questions.  Young 
Fay  boys  and  girls  have  to  live  up  to  one  name,  great  among 
all  in  history.  If  a  Fay  does  not  honor  his  forebears,  how 
can  he  then  ever  dare  claim  respect  from  his  descendants; 
in  fact,  if  there  such  a  Fay?  Today,  like  in  days  of  yore, 
your  record  is  known  from  birth  to  tombstone,  not  only  in 
one  hamlet  but  at  the  county  seat,  at  the  capitol  or  prefec¬ 
ture,  as  well  as  in  the  Fay-Family  Papers  on  file  at  the  V er- 
mont  Historical  Society  (V.H.S.)  State  Street  at  Montpelier 
(Vt.)  U.  S.A.  By  hiding  your  shame  in  jail  you  cannot  escape 
detection,  yet  your  better  deeds  are  sure  to  bring  you  the 
perfect  happiness  which  has  to  come  to  all  true  believers. 
We  cannot  begin  to  list,  in  this  short  space,  the  numerous 
genealogists  and  historians,  the  numismats,  anthropolo¬ 
gists,  archeologists,  linguists  interested  in  the  Oc  language 
name  which  is  ours,  or  in  the  coins  they  minted  in  Gaul  at 
Capdeuil  as  far  back  as  500  A.  D.,  in  the  connections  of  the 
pre-Fay  lineage  to  the  Roman  Emperor  ancestor  Hadrian 
(117-138  A.  D.)  and  the  Julius  imperial  family.  Some  are 
even  today — none  that  I  know  of  Fay  blood — working  to  find 
more  about  our  pre-Fay  ancestors  from  150  A.  D.  to  300 
B.  C.  when  these  Gauls  came  to  Sicily  presumeably  from 
Egypt,  like  all  Gaul  tribes.  No  Fay  blooded  “genealogist 
has  gone  beyond  150  A.  D.”  (following  the  work  of  a  non-Fay 
historian,  Prof.  A.  Boudon-Lashermes)  but  plenty  of  French 
historians,  nunismats,  archeologists,  Romance  Languages 
masters  are  deeply  interested  in  the  name  Fay  and  in  all  its 
antecedants;  they  are  not  only  Languedocian  but  from  all 
over  France,  Germany,  Spain  and  among  our  Romance  stu¬ 
dents  in  America. 
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Tradition — The  ancestors  come  to  Sicily  or  are  there 
Ca.  300  B.  C.  (This  found  in  old  Roman  Empire  papers  by 
late  genealogists,  Louis  Fay-De  la  Roche  of  near  Yssingeaux 
(Haute  Loire)  France,  and  his  peer,  the  venerable  Prof.  A. 
Boudon-Lashermes) . 

Proved — The  lineage  of  the  pre-Fay  family  920  A.  D.  to 
ca.  117  A.  D. 

Fay,  proper  name  for  first  time  in  history — in  920  A.  D. 
The  Fay  Family  Papers  now  starts  in  920  A.  D.  but  pre-Fay 
papers  are  in  the  Vermont  Historical  Society  indexed  files. 
Anyone  can  supplement  these  details.  The  title  Fay  Family 
Papers  belongs .  to  all  Fay  individuals  or  to  any  historian 
willing  to  contribute  to  them.  We  thank  many,  but  the  list 
of  these  friends  is  much,  very  much  too  long  to  publish  at 
present.  We  cannot  either  give  now  the  many  thousands  of 
names  of  towns  in  France  and  the  thousands  of  lieux  in 
America  where  the  name  is  and  has  been  found.  We  cannot 
even  give  the  too  long,  yet  limited,  list  of  place  names  where 
the  name  Fay  remains  graven  in  history.

Alias  Fay  Families.  The  first  not  Fay  house  in  history 
appears  ca.  1125  as  Fay  de  Bromley  (Domesday  Bk.;  O'Hart: 
Families  dn  Poitou).  The  house  lasted  four  generations.  It 
became  Fay  in  England  but  in  France  it  was  (at  its  third 
change  of  family  name)  Faye,  but  only  for  about  six  months 
in  1152  at  the  Court  of  Eleonore  d’ Aquitaine,  ex-queen  of  the 
Franks  and  (next)  Queen  of  England.  It  had  been  Chatel- 
lerault,  but  the  real  name  was  that  of  the  amoral  Montfort 
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family.  B  England  never  produced  a  Fay  family,  the  next 
were  real  Fay  French  Huguenots  C  In  Eire  (Fay  of  the  Irish 
theatre);  in  Chateaugay,  P.  Q. ;  some  Fahy;  Fahey,  etc., 
have  changed  their  name  to  Fay  to  anglicize  their  family, 
ashamed  of  their  race,  they  showed  a  gross  ignorance  be¬ 
cause  there  is  no  such  family  name  as  Fay  of  English  origin. 
The  name  Fay  is  Oc  and  of  no  other  language.  D  In  Ben¬ 
nington,  Vermont,  the  son  of  an  Irish  laborer  took  the  name 
Fay  legally.  He  lives  and  has  not  a  drop  of  Fay  blood.  There 
is  no  male  Fay  living  in  Bennington,  Vt.  There  are,  how¬ 
ever,  some  wonderful  Fay  in  Dorset  (Bennington  Countv) 
Vt. 

Fay  de  Choisinet  is  a  respected  Sanial  family  possessed 
of  a  Fay-in-le-Cheylard  estate,  changed  a  few  generations 
ago  to  their  new  family  name  (Vide:  Archives  of  Le  Puy,
